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The Problem Of Debt 


. The one question, above all others in importance, that is engaging the 
attention of the people of Western Canada, and of the farming class in par- 
Yicular, is as to how they are going to pay their accumulated burden of 
debt. As & result of drouth conditions extending over two and three years 
with part'al or complete crop failures, and with prevailing world prices for 
such crops, live stock, dairy and poultry products as they did produce below 
the actual cost of production, tens of thousands of farmers have been 
re og to use all the reserves they may have had, and have gone deeply into 

jebt. 

They find themselves in the position, where, having purchased land and 
equipment during the war years, anc in the post-war period when high 
prices prevailed, and when wheat sold around $1.50 to $2.00 a bushel, they 
are now being required to pay these inflated obligations with wheat at 50 
eents a bushel, and in thousands of instances with no wheat at all to sell. 
Instead, thereford, of being able to gradually get out of debt, they find them- 
selves getting deeper and deeper into debt, with little or no prospect of ever 
being able in their lifetime to get free of it. 

Consequently, the relationship of themselves to their various creditors, 
the appalling interest payments confronting them, the practical impossibility 
of meeting their obligations, and the alternative possibility of losing their 
homes, constitutes a veritable nightmare of worry. They feel themselves 
confronted with the probability that, in the event of harvesting a good, or 
even fair crop, this fall, their creditors will swoop down on them and gobble 
everything up, thus leaving them in their present predicamént of having 
nothing. wherewith to maintain thcir families in decency and comfort and 
“carry on.” 

So, inevitably and naturally, everybody is seeking for a solution, and 
suggestions without number are being advanced. Many, of course, are 
utterly impracticable; others are economically unsound and would ultimately 
result in intensifying the difficulty rather than solving it; others, again, offer 
some hope. 

It will be recalled that, following the war, Germany adopted policies 
which resulted in converting hundreds of millions of marks issued during 
the war to its own people into so many worthless pieces of paper. France 
deliberately depreciated its own currency, the franc, to such a low figure 
as to accomplish the same result In its present financial emergency, 
Great Britain went off the gold standard, and its money took a tremendous 
drop in value almost over night. Now the United States, also faced with a 
financial emergency, has gone in for “inflation” of its currency, or “refla- 
tion,” as they are now pleased to term it, with a view to thawing out its 
huge amounts of frozen credits, and to put a larger supply of currency in 
circulation. All these expedients have a temporary effect, but the fact re- 
mains,—it is an economic truth,—that if anything is inflated it must sooner 
or later be deflated again. In the end there must be a “writing down” or a 
“writing off’ of liabilities beyond the ability of the debtor to pay. 

Sooner or later some portion of the indebtedness of thousands of 
Western farmers must be written off, and the sooner the better. for all 
concerned, A merchant is forced into bankruptcy, and pays fifty cents on 
the dollar. He is then free to make a new start, albeit his credit will not 
be as good as before. If a mortgage or loan company forecloses on a farm 
property and takes it over, it must ultimately re-sell that farm to some one 
else. It is almost certain that it will have to take a loss, selling the farm 
for less than the original liability against it. Would-t, not, then, be good 
business on the part of such loan or mortgage company to take the same 
loss, or even @ somewhat larger one, wight now, by consenting to a waiting 
down the present farmer's liability to a point where he has a chance to 
“carry on” and pay? ‘The property, would thus once again become revenue 
producing to the company, although not perhaps to the extent originally 
expected. Nevertheless the company conceivably might otherwise have the 
land on its hands for some time, a bill of expense for taxes, etc. Surely, it 
would be better business to keep the present owner on the land in a position 
where he can add his mite to the general productivity and prosperity of the 
country. 

One suggestion that is receiving increasing attention and support is that 
existing farm debts should be capitalized and amortized, that is, that pay- 
ments of equal annual instalments covering both principal and interest 
spread over a term of years, 15, 20, 25 or 30 years, should be agreed upon. 
Surely, such a plan can be worked out without undue loss to anybody, and 
in such a manner as to ensure tenure of their homes to present occupants 
and an opportunity to ultimately free themselves of debt. 

Unless something of the kind is done, it is almost a certainty that many 
Western farms will either be abandoned, or will pass through foreclosure 
proceedings, from their present owners and possibly remain idle in the hands 
of loan and mortgage companies, or as tax sale properties held by municipal- 
ities, for a goodly number of years to come, thus seriously retarding the 
production and development of the country, and imposing a check upon the 
prosperity of all, individuals, corporations and governments alike.

Seed Of a Quality Superior To Com- 
mercial No. 1 Grade 

Field inspection of seed crops for 
certification in Canada results in the 
placing on the market of many thou- 
sands of bushels of seed of a quality 
superior to the commercial No. 1 
grade. . 

Services of this kind are rendered 
by Dominion seed branch inspectors 
in connection with a wide range of 
seed crops. With cereals and corn, 
inspection is made of the standing 
crop to determine purity of variety; 
with red clover; type, hardiness and 
freedom from bladder campion; with 
alfalfa and sweet clover, origin and 
type; with alsike, origin and freedom 
from bladder campion; with timothy, 
origin and freedom from ox-eye 
daisy; with brome and western rye 
grass, origin and-freedom from couch 
grass, and with crested wheat grass, 
origin and purity. 

Certified seed, after cleaning, is 
graded, tagged and sealed by govern- 
ment inspectors. The seed inspec- 
tion certificate tag attached bears the 
certificaiton as” to the origin, grade 
and quality of the seed. ; 

The three prairie provinces provide 
the bulk of certified seed of cereals, 
flax and grasses; Manitoba and On- 
tario, the greater part of the certified 
seed of clovers, while most of the 
certified seed corn is of Ontario pro- 
duction. 


“Gold Rush” In London 


People Selling Valuable Articles To 
Increase Gold Supply 
One of the biggest bullion firms in 
London, England, estimated that the 
British people owned £1,000,000,000 in 
gold sovereigns and manufactured 
gold articles. He made his estimate 
on the basis of heavy sales of gold 
objects during the past few days of 
Great Britain’s s“gold rush.” 
Owners have sold ancient articles 
made by the old goldsmiths, taking 


advantage of the high price paid for 


gold and at the same time embrac- 
ing the opportunity to increase the 
country's gold supply. 

Many owners of- these ancient 
pieces have brought them to dealers 
to be turned into cash without being 
aware that they are worth far more 
as works of art. Among them are 
exquisite gold ornaments of India and 
jewelled cameos set in the most deli- 
cate filigree, all offered for their met- 
al value. Many pieces included some 
of the products of the greatest skill 
of the goldsmiths of the 15th and 
16th century.

The views of the 
leading industrial organizations of 
Britain have been sought, stiggestions 
have been invited from all quarters, 
and even the proposal of the trade 
unions for a permanent secretariat, 
which, during the years elapsing be- 
tWeen conferences, would co-ordinate 
information and stiggestions, has 
been favorably received by the gov- 
ernment and is likely to become ef, 
fective. 

The prestige which Britain has re- 
gained in the past few weeks in the 
eyes of the world will make the task 
easier at Ottawa. The prodigious ef- 
forts of the average British taxpayer 
are already bringing their reward, 
while the rush of foreigners to rein- 
vest in sterling securities and even 
create sterling balances has been so 
great that the /oanks are proceeding 
with considerable caution. 

In this connection, it is suggested 

that the Bank of England does not 
want to see sterling rise too rapidly 
and that it has taken measures to 
discourage any such tendency. Appar- 
ently, financial authorities do not 
want a large amount of short term 
foreign holdings in sterling on the 
market, preferring steady apprecia- 
tion of the value of sterling. 
, Meanwhile, Britain’s repayment 
policy has aroused much admiration 
throughout Europe and even the 
French newspapers declare that. it 
sets an example to the world and a 
lesson to other debtors—obviously re- 
ferring to the German. 

The government, however, is not 
encouraging extravagant hopes and is 
inclined to advise caution, although 
the activity on the stock exchange 
and the rise in the value of govern- 
ment securities show the country be- 
lieves that the upward trend will de- 
finitely continue. When, therefore, 
Britain faces the nations at Lausanne 
in June for a settlement of repara- 
tions and again at Ottawa in July for 
the establishment of Imperial econo- 
mic co-operation; she will be in ‘an ex- 
cellent position because she will be 
backed by all the prestige required in 
extricating herself from the financial 
morass.

Thousands of Canadians would like 
to grow up with the: far-north. sea- 
port: on Hudson Bay, which is to be 
opened this summer. ~ ‘The province, 
vealously guarding the welfare of. lit- 
tle Churchill, long-hoped-for prairie 
outlet to the sea, plans an orderly de- 
velopment that will assure the town 
against unemployment. 

No squatters will be allowed to set- 
tle in the townsfte, Hon. J. G. Me- 
Kenzie, Minister of Natural resources, 
has decided. Guided by painful ex- 
perience in the cases of such settle- 
ments as Cranberry Portage and Flin 
Flon,. in Manitoba’s central mining 
district, where squatters have creat- 
ed a major problem to the govern- 
ment, Manitoba is going to see to it 
that Churchill thrives on a better- 
planned settlement. , 

Shortage of government funds may 
make Churchill's baptism. a rather 
less pompous procedure than the ad- 
ministration hoped a few months ago. 
Mr. McKenzie said it had been origin- 
ally planned to expend. $150,000 in 


getting the town launched in proper 


fashion. Local conditions demand 
careful sanitary precautions in the 
forni ‘of adequiite sewerage, a pure 
water supply and fire-proof buildings. 

But such an amount of money will 
not be available this summer. For 
initial work making ‘possible the 
town’s opening, Mr. Mackenzie ex- 
pects an outlay of $50,000 will be 
necessary. This amount probably 
will be spent. 

Hundreds of persons who want to 
start business in Churchill at the out- 
set of *’ career have created a prob- 
lem for Mr. MeKenzie’s department. 
Those wh cre given the right to 
open businesses, whether' hotels, thea- 
tres or stores, will need capital back 
of them, the Minister said, as they 
will have to figure to‘a large degree 
on seasonal business. 

The government does not want a 
horde’ of unemployed at Churchill dur- 
ing the long winters of inaction when 
the port is closed and business is at 
a standstill. Those in the government 
service who have charge of plans for 
the town say it would be cruel to al- 
low a population to get started there 
which would be without the means 
to get proper shelter, food and’ fuel 
dur'ng the winter. , 

So the slogan for Churchill will be 
orderly development ‘within the 
bounds of réason.” ‘The population 
to start with must of necessity be 
very small, within the bounds of what 
work and business is necessary. 

There will be railway yards, ocean 
commerce, docks, grain elevators, 
warehouses and other basic businesses 
to start with. In time industry will 
develop on Dominion property, which 
will be leased for industrial purposes. 
The province, though owning the 
townsite, has no land for industrial 
purposes. 

It was pointed out by Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie that nothing would be gained 
by allowing people to rush helter- 
skelter into Churchill. It will not 
be a boom-town; no land speculation 
will be permitted. All property will 
be leased by the province. No one 
will be allowed to obtain property 
and then hold it for a long time with- 
out developing it. 

The flimsy houses, tents and other 
traditionall phenomena that rose in 
bygone boom-towns will not be a fea- 
ture of Churchill's early life. First 
buildings are expected to be fire-proof 
hotels and well constructed boarding 
houses. To permit any other launch- 
ing of the town, it is held, would re- 
tard its proper development for many 
years. 

It is likely that a temporary sew- 
erage system will be installed this 
summer for the hotels and boarding 
houses that may be built.

The rural population today repre- 
sents 46.29 per cent of the total for 
the Dominion as compared with more 
than 50 per cent. in 1921, according to 
a report, based on last year’s census, 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 

The rural population today is 4,- 
802,138 and the urban 5,572,058, com- 
pared with 4,435,827 and 4,352,122 
respectively a decade ago. During the 
ten-year period the urban population 
(cities, towns and incorporated vil- 
lages) increased by 1,219,936 or 28 
per cent., while the rural showed an 
increase of: only 366,311, or 7.6 per 
cent. 

In the ten years, the populatoin of 
the Dominion increased by 1,586,247, 
or 18.05 per cent. to the total of 10,- 
874,196. During the same period the 
gain in the United States was 16,7 
per cent. and in England and Wales 
somewhat less than six per cent.

To public men the press renders the 
necessity of being careful to speak of 
facts and use sane utterances, he add- 
ed.

Consumer interest at home and buy- 
ing interest abroad are being quick- 
ened as graded poultry of definite 
quality is offered for sale. 
The demand from buyers for a 
graded, standardized product has be- 
e so insistent that today hardly a 
carlot of poultry moves between prov- 
inces, or a shipment for export, with- 
out being graded according to the 
Canadian Government standards and 
accompanied by a Government certi- 
ficate of inspection. 
A novel system has been adopted in 
Pa trading to indicate to consum- 


ers the grade of poultry offered for 
sale. On the breast of each bird an 
attractive tag is placed, each grade 
tag being designated by a distinct 
colour as well as bearing the grade 
names. The tags are red, blue and 
ycllow, the red for first grade, the 
blue for second grade, the yellow for 
third grade..Consumers soon become 
| accustomed to associating the differ- 
‘ent coloured tags with birds of the 
different grades and they willingly 
pay a higher price for the better 
grades. In this simple way the final 
link is completed in an improved mar- 
keting system. 

Through quality payment to pro- 
ducers the quality of Canadian poul- 
try, always noted for its flavour, is 
being improved rapidly. It is this 
, same principle which, during the last 
| decade, has placed the marketing of 
eggs in Canada on a plane perhaps 
unequalled in any other country. 


Gorden Te Death Volley 


Recent Rains May Duplicate Phenom- 
ehon Of Two Years Ago 

Death Valley in California, may be- 
come a veritable flower garden this 
spring. 

Recent rains, the heaviest in years, 
have created a lake fifty miles long 
The sink of Death Valley, several 
hundred feet below sea level, is the 
lowest spot in the United States. Gen- 
erally rains, when they fall in the 
valley, vanish quickly in the intense 
heat. 

Returning from a trip to the Val- 
ley, Percy Brite, chairman of the 
Bakersfield Board of Supervisors, 
brought news of Death Valley’s latest 
marvel. 

Those acquainted with the district 
expect the valley to reproduce 
the unusual phenomenon of two 
years ago,, when a_ series of rains 
caused dormant seeds to sprout and 
the valley became a_ wilderness of 
brilliant wild columbine, blue lark- 
spur, delphinium, blue bells, daisies, 
wild geranium, buttercups, poppies, 
Indian paint brush and cactus flowers.

Total investments of the British 


Isles, the United States and other 


countries in Canada as at January 1, 
1980, totalled §$6,125,057,000, so a re- 
port just issued by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Bureau of Statistics dis. 
closes. The people of the United 
States hold the largest share of the 
total outside investment in Canada 
with §$3,726,745,000; Britishers hold 
$2,228,024,000 and other countries 
$171,188,000. Investments of the 
United States are 50 per cent. in gov- 
ernment securities and public utilities 
and 50 per cent. in other securities, 
chiefly industrial and mining. Sixty- 


are in government securities and pub- 
lic utilities, chiefly railways. 

While other countries have a sub- 
stantial financial investment in Can- 
ada, Canadians also have a very sub- 
stantial investment in other countries 
for Canadian investments outside the 
Dominion total $1,781,345,000 or 
about $171 per head of the present 
population. Of the aggregate amount 
of business capital, estimated at $17,- 
500,000,000, sixty-five per cent. is 
owned in Canada; 21 per cent. in the 
United States, 18 per cent. in the Bri- 
tish Isles and one per cent. in other 
countries. The national wealth of 
Canada is estimated to be in the 
neighborhood of $380,000,000,000 of 
which the gross investments of all 
other countries represent only slight- 
ly more than 20 per cent. 


The Silver Lining 


People Live Longer During Depression 
Says B.C. Professor 
Depressions have their silver lining, 
according to Prof. H. F. Angus, head 
of the Department of Economics and 


Sociology at the University of British | 


Columbia. 

“You live longer when there's a 
slump in business, unless you are one 
of those unfortunates who feel the 
situation so keenly that you jump 
from the tenth storey or borrow a 
gun,” said Prof. Angus. 

The death rate records of 53 cities 
in Canada for 1931 were 45,819, com- 
pared with 47,235 in 1930, a drop of 
three per cent. 

“You sée, economic conditions in 
years of depression force the major- 
ity of us to adopt a simpler form of 
living,” explained Prof, Angus. 
“There is less over-eating, less- night 
life and luxurious habits.” 

Enforced diets in many cases have 
led to“abandonment of rich foods, he 
added. Industrial accidents had 
also been lessened by the curtailment 
01 factory operations. 

“However, it isn’t only the depres- 
sion that has given us a lower death 
rate,” he said. ‘Better knowledge 
of sanitation; control of disease and 
general intelligence of the public in 
health matters in civilized countries 
are really the chief factors.”

School memories of Great Bear 
Lake at) due for rigid revision in 
the light of discoveries of prodigious 
mineral wealth in that region. Barly 
maps revealed a huge wilderness be- 
tween Edmenton and the icy, shores 
of the Arctic in which Great Bear 
Lake was the last of several large 
bodies of water, lonely and remote. 
Students often wondered at the mys- 
terious ways of nature in creating so 
large an area for no apparent pur- 
pose. 

Dr. Charles Camsell, Deputy Min- 
ister of Mines for Canada, speaking 
in the conservative manner of the 
scientist, told a Sudbury audience of 
mining men of his hopes for the new 
mining region, which is so r¢h in 
various minerals, especially pitch- 
blende, the ore that carries radium. 

“It appears the pitchblende depos- 
its will be as rich as, and possibly 
richer than any of the other known 
deposits in the world,” he ‘said, Theo 
importance of this find from the 
standpoint of the treatment of cancer 
may be imagined. In the same ad- 
dress Dr. Camsell said the value of 
the mineral products of Canada ex- 
ceeded the value of the wheat crop, 
a statement doubtless based on the 
recent low price of wheat. 

Only the aeroplane has made the 
wealth of Great Bear Lake something 
| of practical importance. As long 
ago as 1771 Samuel Hearne brought 
news of great wealth in native cop- 
per from the Ooppermine River, 
which flows into the Arctic further 
east toward Hudson Bay. Physical 
difficulties made exploration of this 
region impossible for the next cen- 
tury and a half. Enough has been re- 
vealed in recent years to show the 
triangle between the Mackenzie River, 
Great Bear Lake and the shore of 
the Arctic west of the Coppermine, is 
one of the richest mining regions of 
the world.—Toronto Globe.

Tough as the Mounted Police are, 
this was one of the hardest jobs, if 
not the hardest, they had ever 
tackled. But they lived up to their 
mame and fame, as they always d».

British troops lost their lives. It is 
160 feet high and its panels ate in- 
scribed with 78,357 names, 

This is easily the largest lst on 
any battle memorial in France, and 
contains nearly 20,000 more names 
than are carved on the walls of the 
famous Menin Gate at Ypres, another 
great British monument, 

Around the Thiepeval memorial are 
500 graves containing remains col- 
lected from the neighboring battle- 
fields, but the names on the panels 
are “those. who have no known 
graves.” An inscription on the upper 
‘part of the arch says: “The Missing 
of the Somme.” 

The opening of the Thiepeval me- 
morial, which was designed by Sir 
Edwin Luytens, marked the comple- 
tion of the British undertaking to 
dedicate suitable monuments to her 
sons who fell in France, 

No further construction is planned 
and the ceremony is looked upon with 
greater significance because it’ will 
be the last of its kind. The staff of 
the Imperial War Graves Committee 
which, excluding local labor, number- 
ed at one time 2,633 persons, will be 
reduced to about 500, including gar- 
deners and caretakers, which are all 
former British service men.

Indian Poetess Remembered 


Memory Of Pauline Johnson Revered 
By Canadian Admirers 

March 7th was the 19th anniversary 
of the death of Canada’s famous In- 
dian poetess, Pauline Johnson. 

On March 7, 1918, ‘“'Tekahi On- 
wake,” as she was known in her own 
Indian language, died in Vancouver. 

This year as usual her memorial 
at Siwash Rock in Stanley Park, bore 
a@ gift of snowdrops and daffodils, 
tribute from some anonymous admir- 
er. For every year on this day flow- 
ers are to be found on the memorial 
erected in May, 1922, by the Wo- 
men’ss Canadian Club. 

Pauline Johnson was born at 
“Chiefswood,” Brant County, Ont., 
the daughter of the head chief of 
the Six Nations Indians and an Eng- 
lish mother. 

During her lifetime she crossed 
Canada on concert trips more than 


‘|@ dozen times, giving her readings as 


many as 125 times on one tour, On 
two occasions her tours extended to 
Europe. 


Conscription In Peace Time 


Many Nations Still Call Up Recruits 
For Training 

There are still many nations resort- 
ting to conscript armies even in fime 
of peace. By calling up the young 
men in their various classes, the mili- 
tary leaders train the citizens for 
service. After the period of drilling 
has elapsed, the soldiers are placed 
on the reserve lists and are liable to 
call in case of war. 

There are 36 nations using con- 
scription to train recruits. Among 
these the following are the most im- 
portant: The time of service is indi- 
cated as: 

France, 12 months; Italy, 18 
months; Japan, 2 years; Russia, from 
2 to 5 years; Poland, 2 years; Bel- 
gium, from 8 to 14 months; Cecho- 
Slovakia, 14 months, and Jugoslavia, 
18 months.

Even though it is a twice 
told tale, this is an even better story 
than that told by the colonel’s widow.

Experiment Brought Success 


Australia Staked Unemployed To Re- 
Explore Old Goldfields 

“Down under’ in Australia they 
have discovered a unique way of car- 
ing for a proportion of their unem- 
ployed. An Empire Press Union 
Bulletin tells that prospecting and 
“fossicking'‘—re-exploring the old 
goldfields—by unemployed men in- 
creased the value of the State of Vic- 
toria’s for the first eight months of 
the year by $275,000, and that by the 
end of the year the increase reached 
nearly $500,000. Eleven thousand 
men were supplied with picks, shov- 
els and washing pans and were guar- 
anteed sustenance, or food. They 
scattered over the state, most of them 
pitching their camps on _ goldfields 
previously worked, and others push- 
ing out adventurously to the bush in 
search of hew reefs and leads. From 
time to time the sustenance depart- 
ments were notified by gold seekers 
that they were able to keep them- 
selvs and needed no further assist- 
ance. Up to the present the number 
who have taken themselves off the 
sustenance roll is about 8,000, In two 
or three cases it seems likely that the 
explorations of the prospectors, as 
distinct from the fossickers, will lead 
to the development of fields that will 
provide many men with profitable 
work for some time.

United States Supplies Most Of 
Canada’s Requirements 
George H. Clark, Dominion seed 
commissioner, brings to the attention 
of Canadian farmerss that while this 
country’s consumption of timothy 
seed is fully 9,000,000 pounds a year, 
Canada only produces 1,500,000 
pounds a year, importing mostly from 
the United States the balance. Mr. 
Clark goes on to say: , 
“At the present time timothy seed 
in Eastern Canada is bringing farm- 
ers around 9c. per pound, while the 
price in Western Canada is around 8 
cents per pound, ‘This price is, of 
course, controlled largely by the price 
at which United States producers can 
lay their product down at Canadian 
points, and this price includes such 
items as the cost of the seed, trans- 
portation, insurance, handling charg- 
es, and customs duty. Are there good 
reasons for’ these importations, or 
could that production profitably be 1 
kept at home?”

THE OATH OF ALLEGIANCE 


Mr. De. Valera has been warned 
by Mr. Neville Chamberain, British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, that 
the threat of Ireland to remove the 
oath of allegiance to the British 
Crown was looked upon by his gov- 
ernment with the gravest concern. 
Such a step, he claimed, would re- 
arouse the bitterness which ‘both 
England and Ireland hoped had been 
removed forever, In view of the 
freedom already enjoyed by the Irich 
Free State it may seem that the oath 
of allegiance is not worth the trouble 
of renunciation, since it is binding 
in no concrete way. ‘Curiously 
enough Mr. DeValera himself, until 
he gained power, firmly maintained 
that the oath was of no consequence. 
He sanctioned the oath and made a 
truce with his conscience and his nw- 
tionalistic electorate by dubbing it 
‘‘an empty political formula,’’ If 
trouble looms on the horison, it will 
be interesting to see how much of 
this trouble Mr, Be Valera will be 
willing to encounter for the sole pur- 
pose of removing the thing he has 
labelled an empty formula.
